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continutation of 3. NOTE: the new limitation of one layer of the at least two havings having additionally a second kind of particles having a 
larger average diameter or length than the first kind of particles (emphasis added) raises a 112 2 nd issue as the claim is now indefinite. It is 
unclear as to which "first kind of particles" the Applicant is referring as each layer may have a first kind of particles differing from the first 
kind of particles in another layer. 

continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that "In Usami, none of the layers individually have two different sized particles" (see pp 9 of Arguments). 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The device taught by Usami has a plurality of Ti02 particles in a plurality of layers (Figure 4). A 
skilled artisan reading the Usami reference as a whole would understand that the Ti02 particles in the respective layers are not of a 
perfectly uniform diameter and therefore the layers will contain particles of a smaller and larger diameter. 

Applicant argues that "Chone does not discuss a porous film having two layers and in each layer a first kind of particle of one average 
diameter or length and one layer of the at least two layer includes a second kind particle having a larger average diameter or length" (pp 9 
of Arguments). 

The Examiner notes that Chone is relied upon as a general teching regarding average particle diameters in a porous photoelectrochemical 
film with metal oxide particles as well as the well known methods of applying layers by drop casting and doctor blading. 
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
